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'The Committee may congratulate the Proprietors, the 
Subscribers, and the public at l^rge, on the prosperity of 
the Literary and Philosophical Society of Sheffield,, dur- 
ing its first year. The nupbers of both classes of memr. 
bers have far exceeded the utmost hopes of the founders, 
considering- various disadvantages and discouragements 
under which the plan was brought forward. There are 
now Ninety-seven Proprietors, and therehavebeen Eighty- 
two Subscribers during the lasf; twelye months, — making 
together 179 members ; ^d each of these being entitled 
to introduce two la(}ies qr youths on public occasions, 
537 persons have thus been partakers of the benefits of 
the Institution. There is reason, also, to believe, that 
the numbers of both classes of members will be increased 
rather than diminished in the year to come. — PraprieiorSf 
it will be remembered^ are those who properly constijtute 
the Society, have a share ip its efiects, are responsible for 
its proceedings, and ar^ entitleid to all its privileges, Stilh' 
scribers are those, who, by payment of a moderate annual 
sum, 'are admitted to, the regular Lectures, and also to 
nte extraordinary bnes, on the same terms as Proprietors. 



In the course of the past yeiir, the Committee have 
been enabled ^ furnish tlie members and those friends 
Mrhom they have the right of introducing, with eight 
regular and ten extraordinary Lecturei ; the former ac-* 
cording to the terms of subscription, the hitter ac« 
cording to special arrangement, — a circumstance which 
hardly could have been egLfHectled to l^ave come within 
their power so early ia the history of the Institution 
but which, nevertheless, was boldly hazarded and sue- 
cessfuUy executed to the satisfaction of all parties. Of 
the regular Lectures, six were delivered by proprietoi^ 
as win be particularly stated beloW in the Secretaries* 
'Repdit, and two wc^re allowed |^atultous]y out of t^ftelxifi 
on the chemical and mechanical principles of nature^ bw 
Mr. WEBSTER, an able and distinguished man of science 
engajged by the C6iniiiittee, according to a power vested 
in thetn by the laws.

SECOND REPORT, &c. 



The close of the Second Session of the Sheffield Literary 
and Philosophical Society, imposes on the Council tlie intf 
of submitting to the Proprietors at large a Report of its 
past proceedings and its present state^ The Report pre- 
sented to the last Aimnal Meetiikg, began by congratulating 
the Society on its prosperous condition; and the Council 
are happy to think, that the circumstances of the Institulidn^ 
at this time, fully warrant them in holding the same language. 
The interest which the Society originally awakened (if any 
thing may be inferred from an accession of numerical 
strength) has suffered no abatement. Both the Proprietors 
and Subscribers are augmented in numbers. In 1823, the 
Proprietors amounted to 97, they are now 104 : in the former 
year, the Subscribers were &2 ; during the past year, they 
have been 102 ; the increase of Proprietors being 7, and 
that of Subscribers 20. As this statement shews that the 
Society has gained in the number of its supporters, so the 
transactions of the last twelvemonths attest that there has 
been no defalcation in its literary resources. Instead of the 
prescribed number of eight Lectures, the Cpuncil haVe been 
enabled, during the past year, to famish the Society with

not have neglected to embrace it. 
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While- the Council feel gratified by the maimer in whieb 
this part of the Institution has been supported by Subscribers 
on the one hand, and Lecturers on the other, they can advert 
with equal satis&ction to the proceedingsT of the Monthly 
Meetings. The supfdy of literstry and scientific papers has 
been more abundaot, they are happy to say, than last year ; 
not, they yenture to hope, firom a mere temporary affluence, 
but from the growing interest felt by men of Uberal attain- 
ments, in communicating the knowledge which they haye 
acquired, and fireely discussing the principles of science. 

From the enumeration of papers which will accompainy 
the present Report, it wiU be seen, that the subjects of dis- 
cussion have been extremely yaried# The immediate object 
of such a Society as ours% is necessarily less the advancement 
than the diffusion of science ; less the extension of its limits 
than the enlargement of the views of the Members over the 
ground already defined. Variety of subjects, therefore^ is a 
desirable, if not an indispensable, feature of its transactions ; 
and so far from the diversity which marks the proceedings 
of. the past year being objectionable, it may be eonsi- 
dered as directly tending to the end and object of the In* 
stitution. 

On this subject, it may be proper to add, that copies of 
most of the papers read at the Monthly Meetings have been 
preselited to the Society, and will appear in their due place 
in its records.

Mankind have 
found out the secret of evolving great general results from the 
combination of individually unimportant means. The owner 
of a princely fortune, the territorial proprietor, the despotic 
ruler of a rich country, is not now the exclusive agent in 
great undertakings. Bridges, roads, canals, pcdblic edifices, 
— all the improvements ivhich contribute in a grand scale to 
the ease and enjoyment of mankind, once the enterprises 
only of rank and authority, are now accomplished by the 
union of comparatively humble individuals. It is the same 
with scientific and literary institutions. They are at present 
established and supported by similar means ; they require 
only similar co-operation. The powerful apparatus which 
enabled Sir Humphrey Davy to astonish and benefit the age 
by new views of nature, was the property of an association 
of private persons ; and it would be scarcelv too much to 
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say, that his discoTeries were not more truly the 
grand combination of galyanic fDrces, whicb would lia: 
separately unavailing, than of moral and pecuniary 
which were indebted to their onion alone for theix- effi 
Thas Science emancipates itself from the 
power, and is promoted and diffiised by the Toluutai^r 
of free associations.

The Councfl have little to state in reference to their 
official operations during the past twelve months^ 
except that according to the host of their judgment, 
and as occasion was afforded to them, thej have 
faithfully endeavoured to fulfil their various duties, in 
supporting the credit, and promoting the interests of 
the Institution. 

In the early part of the year, Mr. Edwin Ather- 
STONE delivered before iibe proprietors and subscribers 
a course of six lectures on Poetry. These, however, 
afforded less satisfaction than the Council were war- 
ranted to expect from the character of his published 
works, and the testimonies in his &vour as a lecturer, 
whidi they received from other towns where he had 
appeared. In the autumn, Mr. Philipps delivered 
six lectures on Vocal MtmCy which were considerably 
more successful than the former in the estimation of 
the numerous audiences which attended them.
